The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , line 13, "when" and "being" were deleted. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to a fuel 
cell power system comprising first and second detectors, wherein the first detector 
detects terminal voltage of the fuel cell and the second detector detects terminal voltage 
of the electric power storage device and the control device detected a voltage difference 
by subtracting the terminal voltage of the fuel cell from the terminal voltage of the 
electric power storage device. The prior art, such as Fuglevand (U.S. Patent 6,428,918) 
teaches a furl cell storage d3evice, but the device is supplied a constant voltage supply. 
Therefore, since a large voltage difference does not occur in the constant voltage 
supply systems, the fuel cell of Fuglevand neither detects the voltage difference nor

limits the amount of current to the electric power storage device as there is no need to 
do so. Therefore, the instant claims are patentably distinct from Fuglevand.
